States, with a combined member- 
ship of 2,500,000. 

The A. A. A. is empowered to is- 
sue the necessary customs docu- 
ments, which permit car owners to 
circulate through various foreign 
countries without payment of duty. 

Steamship lines Nave arranged to 
transport automoM™es uncrated and 
at a “flat rate,” according to 
weight. The A. A. A. will aid mem- 
bers in obtaining passports, arrange 
for delivery of travel documents and 
licenses and have them delivered by 
representatives upon arrival of the 
motorist in Europe. 

American license plates are not 
honored in most European coun-| 
tries. Therefore, there is required, 
in addition to American passports, 
a triptyque or Carnet de Passages 
en Douanes, and an International 
Traveling Pass. 

The triptyque is a customs pass 
for temporary importation of cars 
into only one country. The Car- 
net de Passages en Douanes is an) 
international pass for importation | 
of a car into twelve of the most} 
important touring countries, includ- | 
ing Great Britain, the Irish Free) 
State, France, Italy, Belgium, Swit- | 
zerland, Holland, Germany, Aus- 
tria, Norway, Denmark and Sweden. | 

The foreign division of the A. A.A. 
has arranged to obtain foreign 
license plates in advance and have | 
them at the steamer upon the ar- 
rival of the motorist in Europe. 
Port representatives are stationed 
at Antwerp, Boulogne, Bremer- 
haven, Cherbourg, Genoa, Gothen- 
burg, Hamburg, Havre, Liverpool, 
London, Naples, Plymouth, Queens- 
town, Rotterdam and Southampton.

NALYSIS of the registration figures for 19 
‘regards new cars brings out some interesting specula- 
tion. In 1925 and 1926 there were registered of the total 
new cars put in commission about 72 per cent. in the below 
$1,000 class. In 1927 the lower price class fell off from 
this percentage of the total because of the Ford organiza- 
tion’s long shut-down. The percentage of the total of 1927 
registrations for the lower price class was approxi- 
mately 65. 

Last year, what may be classed as the medium priced 
group, from $1,000 to somewhat over $2,500, accounted for 
31 per cent. of the total sales. The definitely high priced class 
has 3.5 per cent. of the total last year, wherein is registered 
a gain of half of one per cent. over the 1926 standings. 

It seems probable that this year, with Ford rapidly get- 
ting back into high speed production, the lowest price class 
will better its percentage standing. This group should 
account for something like 70 per cent. of the total. Just 
how this will affect the medium and high priced classes is 
not vet clear. There will almost undoubtedly be an increase 
in production during 1928. It may quite possibly be that 
the medium and high-priced cars will show an increase in 
output, but a decrease in the percentage of the total which 
their production represents.

‘“‘Slow-Pay” Dealer Is Problem for Jo bber to Adjust

Collections are reported to be 
slow. Some jobbers are staging 
collection drives. A few report 
an improvement. But the old 
problem of getting the money in 
is still with the jobber. And the 
slow pay is ever present. The 
consensus of opinion is that the 
Slow pay is slow because he fails 
to realize he is in a_ business. 
This type needs education, heip 
and training. But—whose job 
is it?

[* IS not unusual for the 
jobber and wholesaler to 
state that the slow pay cus- 
tomer is a poor business man. 
Generally he must be followed 
up and constantly dunned, 
also the type that keep books 
in their heads and their cash 
register is their pocket. Lack- 
ing knowledge of the costs of 
transacting business, of prop- 
er mark-up of their goods, or 
even labor, the slow pay type, 
and the no-pay kind, experi- 
ence many moments of finan- 
cial embarassment. 

The average jobber with whom 
these types are discussed will say 
that it is a lack of mentality or 
ability to grasp business principles 
when said principles are shown. 
This may appear to be harsh crit-_ 
icism of the customers, but is it? 

In analyzing the slow-pay type, 
the kind that is referred to, it gen- 


erally will be found that it is a} 


small garage, repair shop, etc., the

But 
what is sadly needed is not num- 
bers but quality, with the ability 
to produce and to be productive 

with a real net profit. *
